THE KING'S VISIT ‘TO ROME 
AND THE POPE. - 


~ FEW PRECEDENTS. 


Tho visit of King George V2 and Queen 
Mary to Rome, the titst of the present reign, 
has not a great many precedents in English 
history, . Thellust visis of a King of England 
was tof Edward VII. in the spring of 
1003 when three days were spent in Rome on 
the King’s way home from Naples after 4 
eruisa.in the Mediterranean says the Home 
correspontent of the Moeraing Post, Edward 

T, was tue guest of Victor Emmangel, [1'. 
at the Quiriau, anil, starting from. the 
British Embassy, necording Ya the protocol 
—for we then lu tin Legation to the lin'y 
See-—drove through streers.lined with Ltalian 
tevops to visit: Pope Leo NUL, then in the 
last year of his long pontificate. 


Once again Elward VIL. set, foot bat 
only for ten minutes, on Roman soil, at 
the outlying Tuscolans railway station, in’ 
1909, while returning to Eaglanc from Baia 
on the hay of Naples, The. present writer 
was a witoens of Kin meeting on the plat: 
form with King Victor Emmanuel. whom 
he had also met ut 'Buia a few days enrlier 
and at Gacta tho year before. : ; 

Before King Edward's visit. no King of 
England had been in Rome since the time 
of Canute, in. 1027, although Richard. 1, 
landed at Ostia on his way to the Crude, 
in 1190, < Bot the Stuarts long resided 
here in the cighteenth century — “Jumes 
TEL” the Old Pretender; arrived in the 
Papal States in 1plt; it was at 
Montefiascone above the. lake of Bolsena, 
that he was ‘married, and in Rome were 
born Charles Falward, the, Young l'retender, 
and Cardinal York “Henry JX..” whose 
name is still associated with hix diocese of 
Fraseati, which he governed for 13 years. 


VIStt OP CANUTE, 


Bat no reigning English Sovercign came 
for nearly nine:centurtes. Canute was here 
on a great ‘oceasion—the ecvronation by 
Pope John XIX. af the: Emperor -Cunrad 
{L-and his Consort in St. Peter's when the 
jealousy of the Archbishops-of Milan and 
Ravenna, and a quarrel between a loman 
and a German, led to a violent tight ip the 
streets, to the digguat of Canute, who had 
}come on a pilgrimage... But he wrote o 
letter full ‘ot enthusiasn at the spectacle of 
tho coronation ; and combined business, with 
jwight-seeing, fur he obtained . certain 
pecuniary exemptions for the Arclilsshops 
of his dominions promising in return the 
prompt payment of Peter's pence. Ife alse 
made a vow in Rome to atone for his 
juvenile errors ani ‘govern his subjects 
with justico, Such. was.the meral force of 
Rome in the eleventh century. 


-But Canute was not the fimt Kiug’ of 
England to come here.’ Ethelwulf, accom. 
ied by his youngest son, the future 
King Alfred spent the year -33) in Rome 
whither he had journeyed to be crowned 
by Pope Leo }V. Earlier still, in the timo 
of the Heptarchy, Ardalph of Northumbria 
had fied hither tn 803, to ask the Pope's 
aid: to. restore him to his ‘throne, , and 
Offa of Merciuy the eponymoas hero of 
“Offa's Dyke,” made o pilgrimage to Roine 
in 404 to atone for n deed: of blood which 
he had committeL In 797-Ina, King of 
the West Saxonas, not only came here, but 
founded an. institution for the instruction of 
the English princes and. pritsts,. the origin’ 
of the presentEnglish College. Ina died 
In Romo like his predecessors, Ceadwalin 
of Wessex, Conrad of Morcia, and Offa of 
Exsex. The tomb of .Ceadwalla, .in’ the 
vestibule of St. Peter's, had a Jong epitaph, 
which lias been’ preserved by _ Bede 
uatrating how ‘the King was ¢ ristened 
and died here; but althoogh © the 
monument wax visible at the.end of the 
sixtecuth century not ao- fragment of it 
now remains. -E'se this memorial. of. tho 
seventh century would be to Engliahmen 
one of the most interesting ‘sights of Rone,

Tt'stated that the’ Company wad incor- 
porated in’ England om May sth. 1920, 
and had registered ‘offices at 94. Quay 
Street, Manchester. The Company aso 
had -offiers at Queen's Building, Chater 
Road. and traded under the namo of 
Reiss & Co. in Hongkong. The nominal 
capital ‘of the Company was £1.250,000, 
Uivided into 1,280,000. shares of £1 each. 
The amount of capital paid up, or eredit 
ed as paid up, was £686,154. The objects 
for which thé Company was formed were 
to carry on in England, China, and olse- 
where, the business of general merchants 
aud commiasion agents. -Mr. Holyoak in 
his petition said he bad rvevived a tele- 
gram frem the-head office of the Company, 
stating that they were unable-to pay their 
debts, and were prezenting a petition to 
the Court in England, praying ‘leave that 
the Company right be wound up.

HON, MR. FLETCHER EXPTAINS 
| THE GOVERNMENT'S ATTITUDE. 


A WARNING TO “LISTENERS IN." 


The Colonia! Secretary (tho Hon, Mr. 
A: G. M. Flotshor) astended a meeting of 
the Hongkong Radin” Socicty at the 
Voluntear Headquarters yreterday evening, 
and gave ‘a long and interesting nddress 
on the ntticude of the Government towards 
broadcusting in the Colony. . 

The meeting was prosided aver. by Mr. 
J. H. Donnithorne, who was supparted on 
the platform by the Hon, “My.

The Cuatrwan orpmarked thit the’ 
meeting had been called in order to ercure 
An exchange of viows froin) me:r hers on 
the subject, of radio and broadcasting, 
and, to have from Mr. Fletcher n- state 
ment of tho Govorument’s . policy: Ho 
aasuretl Mr, Fletcher that they appreciated 
his attendance, and added for the in. 
formation of members that Mr. Fletcher 
would -havo been with them at ‘their 
inaugural meeting, but for the fact thad 
hic letter of invitation had heen, mis{nid, 

Before’ asking Mr. Fletcher to addres 
the meeting, the CuarrMan said that they 
had “been . fortunate in securing these 
headquarters. ag a’ temporary meeting 
place; und on theiy behalf he wished-to 
thank Licutenant-Colouel L, G. Rind fan 
the, uss of the premises, Ho also thanked 
the Hongkong Telegraph tor their efforts 
on bebalf of radio and wireless, and for 
giving birth to the Society, 

In conclusion he remarked that tho 
Society had sent a letter to tho: Govern- 
ment on May Ist, enclosing the resolution 
asking them to expedite the’ gaanting of a 
provisional Licenso for radiv broadcasting 
te any company applying. . A reply had 
been received stating that the subject had 
been referred ‘to the Sceretary of State for 
the Colonics, and until the Government 
hvard “from, him, no licenses could bo 
gracted. 

Mr. Fuercusn, ‘at the outsot of his 
-remarks, expained’ that he had como 
rather to recoive ‘infermation than to 
impart it. He hoped to gain some useful 
information for the Government. At the 
present time the Government had in its 
service no officer who had specialiscd on 
the subject, and in their deliberations 
they had relied ontirely upon. optside 
information ‘and assistunce. “He remarked 
ab this point that he:waa indebted to Mr. 
. Melillo Smith, for the, little ‘smattering 
sag “knowledge he himsolf possessed on tho 
subject, Last November the Government 
had appointed a small Committee con. 
sisting of Br, Melville Smith, Lioutenant 
Money of tho ‘Navy, and Commander O.

| The love-lettery of which the following 
are extracts were.recently fer the first 
time printed.in English ai deh so! Lone 
daws Weebly. They were written by 
Yolstoi in 1938 and 1837, when he was 
twenty-eight gears old; to a young girl, 
Valeria Arsenéy, On hig veturs trom 
fighting in the Crimea To’stoi met Valeria, 
the daughter of one of his veighbours, and 
fell in lovw with her. - Years afterwards 
the letters wero given by Tolstoi to Paul 
Biryukeoy. Countess Toistot forbade their 
publication uttil afver"her, death, ond 
they werevinclided in the third, elition of 
Biryukoy's biography of.Tolstoi published 
i erlin in 1921, . 

Shortly after their meeting, Valevia 
went with her family to, Moscow to he 
present at the coronation of the Czar 
Alexander Li, in.
